“The principal accomplishment 
of the recent hearings,” he said, 
“has been to reveal the snow-ball­

no genuine relation to the na­ 
tion’s military security.” 
Individual Rights 
He said the argument has been 
advanced time and again that in 
times of national peril, the inter­ 
ests of national security may have 
to override 
the 
constitutiorjil 
guarantees of individual rights. 
"But what 
the hearings ro- 
vealed,” he said, “is that in a 
great many situations individuals 
are asked to sacrifice their con­ 
stitutional rights not on the altar 
of national security but on the al­ 
tar of bureaucratic authoritarian­ 
ism.”

The amount man 
ufactured in the United 
States, 
even if it all were sold on the open 
market, would scarcely make a 
dent in the requirements of U. S 
publishers. Thus there is nothing 
much which our country or our 
governor can do about it. 
Reports indicate that Canadian 
manufacturers of 
newsprint are 
making plenty of money. They do 
not need to increase in price of 
their products, in so far as sus­ 
taining a profitable business is con­ 
cerned. It looks like they are in­ 
tent on making money and more 
money and are not content with 
reasonable profits. 


Well, there’s not much the little 
fellow can do about it but to take 
a hitch in his belt, grit his teeth 
to hang on.

From Cattle to Strawberries 
S. F. Coots has just bt^'n in to 
ask about plans for builcnng hold 
ing gates for cattle. We furnished 
him with a detailed plan for a 
type of gate that can be made on 
any farm that is prepared by the 
agricultural engineers of the Mo. 
College of Agriculture. Mr. Coots 
also asked some questions about 
mulching strawberries. The ques­ 
tion foremost in his m ini was, 
how deep can mulches be to be 
safe? The answer to this depends 
on two things: First, we must take 
into consideration the time in the 
fall in which the mulch is applied

be taken into consideration in de­ 
termining how deep it is safe to 
apply it. In mulching straw ber­ 
ries, we must keep in mind the 
fact that the mulching material 
should not be deep enough to ac­ 
tually smother the strawberries. 
If straw is used, it should be less 
than an inch if applied early in 
the fall. Additional applications 
may be made as the weather gets 
colder. Probably, mulching is to 
be done at this date as much as 
two inches or even more of straw 
might be safely applied directly 
over the rows.

Noah Heath tells me of his ex­ 
perience with the application of 50 
pounds of anhydrous

Electric Heafer Keeps

One 
brand has an adjustable thermos­ 
tat with a range of 35 degrees to 
80 degrees F., and a separate on- 
off switch. The other has a built- 
in adjustable therm ostate with a 
range of 30 degrees to 130 de­ 
grees F. It does not have a separ­ 
ate on-off switch b u t is off when 
the thermostat knob is turned to 
its lowest position. This makes it 
difficult to adjust for a low tem ­ 
perature setting and still be sura 
that the heater is on, Day says. 
Observation of installations in 
the area around St. Joseph re­ 
vealed that some farm ers wera 
using their milk house heaters for 
freeze protection only, some for 
providing comfort in the milk 
room, and some for both purposes. 
The pump house heaters were us­ 
ed for freeze protection 
only. 
Farm ers in the area were appar­ 
ently satisfied th at the heaters 
were accomplishing the purpose 
for which they w ere being used. 
W att-hour m eters were connect­ 
ed to some of the heaters which 
w ere being used in milk houses 
and pump houses to find their en­ 
ergy consumption. Daily records 
of the check m eter readings were 
kept by four of the farmers who 
were using electric heaters in 
their milk houses. 
Watt-hour m eters 
were 
also 
connected to two heaters which 
were being used in pump houses. 
These meters were not readily ac­ 
cessible and, therefore only sea­ 
sonal readings w ere recorded. 
According to Day, the total kil­ 
ow att-hours used 
during 
the 
months of December, January, 
February and M arch ranged from 
238 to 501 for the four installa­ 
tions in milk houses where daily 
records were kept. As would be 
xpected, the highest energy con­ 
sumption occured during the cold­ 
est weather. In every case, more 
energy was used during February 
than any other m onth. 
The meters on the two pump 
house heaters w ere installed in 
mid-December and removed in 
m id-April. One of these heaters 
used 34 kilow att-hours and the 
other used 166. 
Two factors are largely respon­ 
sible for the wide variation in en­ 
ergy used by the electric heaters. 
These factors were the degree to 
which the houses w ere insulated 
and the setting of the heater ther­ 
mostats. 
The milk house heater which 
used the least electrical energy 
was located in a w ell constructed 
building with insulation overhead 
and with no cracks around the 
doors or windows. The thermo­ 
stat was set at 35 degrees F. and 
left there. Some of the other hous­ 
es w ere not insulated and some 
had large cracks 
around 
the 
doors or windows. 
The pump house heater which 
used 166 kilow att-hours was lo­ 
cated in a concrete block house 
! which had no insulation. The ex­ 
act setting of the therm ostat dur­ 
ing the winter m onths is not 
known but in M arch it was found 
to be higher than 58 degrees F. 
The other pump house with a me­ 
tered heater was new ly construct­ 
ed and well insulated. The heater 
therm ostat was set at 35 degrees 
F. and left there. 
Electric heaters can be used to 
provide economical 
freeze pro­ 
tection for milk and pump houses 
if the houses are well insulated 
and if the heater thermostats are 
properly adjusted, Day states. 


DEVELOPMENTS IN THE 
HOG SITUATION 
Big runs of hogs have been 
coming to market at the samo 
time as big runs of cattle. Thi# 
has been particularly true since 
October. Receipts of hogs in sev­ 
eral weeks have been 10,000 above 
the previous week. And receipts 
some weeks have been up 40 per­ 
cent from a year ago. Some single 
day runs of cattle have been the 
largest for this month in thirty 
years. This all adds up to too 
much pork, lark, and beef.

Jefferson City, Mo. — Missou­ 
ri’s request to frame a constitu­ 
tion as part of its move toward 
admission as a state actually pre­ 
cipitated a national crisis. 
The Northern faction in Con­ 
gress was especially anxious it 
be admitted as a free state while 
the South threatened to refuse 
Maine’s admission unless Missou­ 
ri was allowed to frame a con­ 
stitution.

This means 
S5 00 per ton in large shipments 
and ot roll paper, and when trans­ 
planted into the terms applying to 
the small publishers, who buys in 
sheets and in smaller q u a n titie s, it 
probably will amount to consider­ 
ably more. 


This is the third or fourth ad­ 
vance in newsprint in the past few 
years. It already was costing just 
about 300 per cent more than it 
did ten years ago and for many 
it looks like this recent rise may 
prove to be the straw which breaks 
the cam el’s back. 
Most of the paper used in this 
country is manufactured in Can- 
ida. though probably there are a- 
bout as many American stockhold­ 
ers in the various firms as there 
are Canadians. Unfortunately that 
country, 
though, has a monopoly 
on its production and sale, with a 
few small mills in 
the 
United 


States, mostly owned and operated 
for their own purpose by large me­ 
tropolitan papers. The amount man 
ufactured in the United 
States, 
even if it all were sold on the open 
market, 
would scarcely 
make a 
dent in the requirements of U. S. 
publishers. Thus there is nothing 
much which our country 
or our 
governor can do about it. 
Reports indicate that Canadian 
manufacturers of 
newsprint are 
making plenty of money. They do 
not need to increase in price of 
their products, in so far as sus­ 
taining a profitable business is con­ 
cerned. It looks like they are in­ 
tent on making money and more 
money and are not content with 
reasonable profits.

From Cattle to Strawberries 
S. F. Coots has just boon in to 
ask about plans for builcnng hold 
ing gates for cattle. We furnished 
him with a detailed plan for a 
type of gate that can bo made on 
any farm that is prepared by the 
agricultural engineers of the Mo. 
College of Agriculture. Mr. Coots 
also asked some questions about 
mulching strawberries. The ques­ 
tion foremost in his mind was. 
how deep can mulches be to be 
safe? The answer to this depends 
on two things: First, we must take 
into consideration the time in the 
fall in which the mulch is applied 
and second, the kind of material 
to be used as a mulch must also

be taken into consideration in de­ 
termining how deep it is safe to 
apply it. In mulching straw ber­ 
ries, we must keen in mind the 
fact that the mulching material 
should not be deep enough to ac­ 
tually smother the strawberries. 
If straw is used, it should be less 
than an inch if applied early in 
the fall. Additional applications 
may be made as the w eather gets 
colder. Probably, mulching is to 
be done at this date as much as 
two inches or even more of straw 
might be safely applied directly 
over the rows. 
Mr. Coots is going to use cotton 
hulls as the mulch, a material that 
I do not know so much about, 
however, I would agree with him 
that probably the hulls would be­ 
come dense and shut out the air

Electric Healer Keeps 
Milk, Ptmip Houses Warm 


During the winter of 1954, some 
observations on the use of elec­ 
tric heaters for freeze protection 
in milk and pump houses w'ar* 
made in A ndrew and Buchanan 
Counties 
by the 
University 
of 
Missouri departm ent of agrciul- 
tural engineering in 
cooperation 
with the St. Joseph Light and 
Power Company, says C. L. Day, 
University agricultural engineer. 
The two most common brands 
of heaters in use in this area were 
rated at 1650 watts, 115 volts. One 
brand has an adjustable thermos­ 
tat with a range of 35 degrees to 
80 degrees F., and a separate on- 
off switch. The other has a built- 
in adjustable thermostate with a 
range of 30 degrees to 130 de­ 
grees F. It does not have a separ­ 
ate on-off switch but is off when 
the thermostat knob is turned to 
its lowest position. This makes it 
difficult to adjust for a low tem ­ 
perature setting and still be sure 
that the heater is on, Day says. 
Observation of installations in 
the area around St. Joseph re­ 
vealed that some farmers were 
using their milk house heaters for 
freeze protection only, some for 
providing 
comfort in 
the 
milk 
room, and some for both purposes. 
The pump house heaters were us­ 
ed for freeze protection 
only.

The meters on the two pum p 
house heaters w’ere installed in 
mid-December and removed 
in 
mid-April. One of these heaters 
used 34 kilowatt-hours and the 
other used 166. 
Two factors are largely respon­ 
sible for the wide variation in en ­ 
ergy used by the electric heaters. 
These factors were the degree to 
which the houses w’ere insulated 
and the setting of the heater th er­ 
mostats. 
The milk house heater which 
used the least electrical energy 
was located in a well constructed 
building with insulation overhead 
and with no cracks around the 
doors or windows. The therm o­ 
stat was set at 35 degrees F. and 
left there.

The pump house heater which

The other pump house w ith a m e­ 
tered heater was newly construct­ 
ed and well insulated.

Know Your State 
Jefferson City, Mo. — Missou­ 
ri’s request to frame a constitu­ 
tion as part of its move toward 
admission as a state actually pre­ 
cipitated a national crisis. 
The Northern faction in Con­ 
gress was especially anxious it 
be admitted as a free state while 
the South threatened to refuse 
Maine’s admission unless Missou­ 
ri was allowed to frame a con­ 
stitution.

And this aspect of the state’s his­ 
tory was one more step in its 
great 
diversification of 
people, 
geography and interests. 
When the Mexican War broke 
out in 1946, Missouri was serving 
as a post for Wagon trains, so 
naturally when the Army of the 
West was organized, it consisted 
chiefly of Missourians. 
Cols. A. W. Doniphan and Ster­ 
ling Price were in charge of the 
Missouri Mounted Volunteers and 
they marched overland to Santa 
Fe, New Mexico and occupied the 
territory, setting up a provisional 
government with another Missou­ 
rian, Charles Bent, as governor. 
Again, the question of North 
versus South sprang up and Mis­ 
souri was left to choose for itself. 
Open warfare broke out along 
the Kansas-Missouri border 
and 
Missourians were once again di­ 
vided in their allegiances. Before 
this action ended, some 200 per­ 
sons were killed and $2,000,000 
worth of property was destroyed! 
The average Missourian at this 
time was for compromise, but the 
Civil War forced him into a choice. 
Unfortunately, Missourians were 
divided because of past conflicts, 
and the state was split in Two por­ 
tions and so remained throughout 
the costly battle.

1 Continued From Page One> 
other plant foods are in more than 
ample supply. 
So we don’t have 
to consider the use of phosphate or 
potassium 
as 
corrective 
treat­ 
ment. There is also plenty of cal­ 
cium and the PH reading is 6.5. 
In addition to suggesting that the 
owner make a rather heavy appli­ 
cation of nitrogen for corn on this 
land, we suggest that the applica­ 
tion of a starter fertilizer in the 
row is even more important than 
in the case first referred to. This 
is because this soil by its very na­ 
ture is inclined to be wet and cold 
in the spring making it difficult 
for the young corn plant to make 
use of the ample supply of various 
plant food elements that the 
soil 
contains until later in the summer 
when 
the 
ground 
warms 
up. 
Therefore, the starter 
is some­ 
thing for the crop to get going on 
until the regular soil supply of 
plant food comes on later. 
If cot­ 
ton was to be grown on this land, 
we would suggest the application 
of about 50 lbs. of actual nitro­ 
gen in the row as close to the seed 
as we dare without injury to the 
germination. 
We need not be a- 
fraid of even more nitrogen than 
this because this soil is of a type 
that doesn’t make a big cotton 
stalk. 
If it was of a more loamy 
make growths of cotton, we would 
suggest somewhat less 
nitrogen 
with some phosphate and potash 
along with it. 
In other words 250 
to 300 lbs. of 12-12-12 per acre 
would be a good application. 
In this stack of reports that have 
just come in from the soils testing 
laboratory, 
we 
could 
pick 
out 
cases that vary widely from each 
of the above but it is believed that 
the above illustrates some of the 
valuable information that may be 
obtained by having a soil test made 
and by these tests results may be 
used by farmers to save money by 
not buying plant food that a soil 
may not need.
